The Indians and the Chinese. Are 
They the Same Ra Race of People? 


Some Sariirtienaitivetet Historical Proofs ofj a 
New meets:

There have recently been put out 
some startling theories in relation to 
the native races of the Pacific Coast 
that may have a tendency to throw 
some: light on a frequently mooted 
question, and that is—the origin of the 
Siostatbes of America, a race of peo- 
ple who have been the close. stud Dred 

‘the white race ever since the. 
of Christopher Columbus in 1492. 
Lately the people of the Pacifio Coast 
have had their thoughts most seriously 
turhed toward another race, whose his- 
ay circumstances and habits have 
been the theme of a warm and ear- 
vest discussion in both branches of the 
National Congress. There can be no 
doubt that Congress and the Presi- 
dent ought.to have heeded the unani- 
mous voice of the people of the Pa- 
cific Coast—the voice that came from 
the press as well as from the rostrum, 
the work bench and trom the farm. 
But it is not for the purpose of dis- 
eussing ‘‘The Chinese Question ” in 
this form that we have commenced 
this article, but to put forth the the- 
ory that the two races we have been 
discussing, viz: the Indian and the 
Chinese, have the same origin, Some 
time since the writer of this. article 
had an interview with the venerable 
Rev. Josiah L. Parrish, now of Salem. 
Mr. Parrish is one of the oldest living 
of the pioneer Methodist missionaries 
sent out from the East to the Oregen 
wilds to teach the Indians the une 
true God. Mr. Parrish early acquired 
their language, and hus been studying 
their habits for forty years. For a 
long tinte he was the Indian agent of 
the United States Government, and 
acted as interpreter and negotiator for 
the government in many treaties made 
with the Indians. Mr.. Parrish .most 
emphatically believes in the theory 
that the Indians of North America 
were originally Asiatics. His idea is 
that they not enly came across the 
frozen sea at Behring’s Straits in the 
Winter, but - that many Chinamen, 
- rs on the ocean in junks, were 
ven out of their°course by storms, 
ea finally, in their efforts to return 
home, wandered on the _trackless 
ocean to the Oregon and Washington 
coast. The spirit of wild venture, or 
the great desire for discovery, may 
have led some of these bolder Celes- 
tials to fit out expeditions for the ex- 
purpose of seeking the unknown 


Once reaching these shores, the unex - 

pectedly great distance deterred them 
from ever attempting to return. More 
likely than this, their weak and frail 
I crafts were dashed to pieces in the 
angry waves of our coast. Mr. Par- 
rish says that old wrecks of Chinese 
junks were seen on our coast that, by 
their appearance, must have been 
thousands of years old when first dis- 
coverel by white men. Beeswax in 
large quantities, and other imperish- 

able articles, have been found imbed- 

ded im the sands of the cvast, a por- 
tion of the cargo of some of the cast- 
away juoks. Mr. Parrish exhibited to 
us, while on our visit to him, several 
baskets, hats. and other articles 
worked in and straw by the} 
Indian women of the Chinook tribe, 
and then placed by their side similar 
articles wrought by the Chinese, and 
we were astonished at the similarity — 


figures and make-up of these articles 
—the one produced in China and the 
other in Oregon. Anyone seeing them 
| would decide at once that they were 
‘all the work of the same race of peo- 
ple. The two races are envugh alike 
physiognomically to claim the same 
origin. There is no more difference 
than we would naturally expect be- 
tween .the people of the same race 
who reside in a densely populated 
country and those whe have lived the 
wild, nomadic life of the American 
savage. This ia that ‘will bear 
investigation. ‘There is one other dis- 
nate that has recently been made 
to these two races.

Judge Field's Escape frum an Infernal 
Machine, 


‘New York, October 5. 
. The Graphic's: Washington special 
says: The approaching session of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
which begins next Monday, was the 
means to-day of unearthing an inci- 


dent in the history of Associate Jus- 


tice Stephen J. Field which has prob- 
ably not yet been published. Passing 
down the avenue, your correspondent 
was called by a dealer iu fire-arms, 
sporting traps and other parapherna- 
lia, and asked if he had seen the in- 
fernal machine that had been sent to 
Judge Field. He was taken iuto the 
‘ear of the store and a gase of da- 
guerreotypes was discovered lying 
upon the counter. “Examine this,” 
said the dealer, “and tell me what 
you think of it.” “A close inspection 
showed that concealed ia this case 
were ten metallic cartridges, very 
neatly imbedded in wax. An ordi- 
nary | ge of sand paper was con- 
nected with the hasp of the case, 
which if opened from the front 
would cause ignition of a bundle 
of matches. The case, however, 
had been opened from the back and 
the infernal instrument had failed to 
accomplish its design. A clipping 
from a newspaper pasted in the case 
detailed an account of a decision by 
Judge Field regarding the title of 
certain property in San Francisco, 
and it is supposed that the machine 
was the contrivance of some disap- 
pointed litigant. Further inquiry 
showed that the package came by 
mail, but was regarded with sus- 
picion by the inmates of Judge Field’s 
residence, and the parcel was placed 
over night i in a pail of water./ After- 
wards, it was pried open from behind 
and the deadly aature of its contents 
divulged. Had any one forced the 
clasp open, as is the custom in hand- 
ling small cases ot this kind, nothing 
short of a miracle could have pre- 
vented the discharge of the metallic 
cartridges,

A Grand Display in Fvery Depart- 
ment—Nevada Coming to the Front, 
The Trustees of the Society. have

the Pavilion. It is certainly the best 
ever made and a credit to the State 
as well as exhibitors. In: the center 
of the upper room the San Francisco 
Soap Company have a good exhibit of 
soaps. A. Lindley, one of Reno's 


leading merchants, makes a yood dis 
play of canned goods, extracts, cheese, 
etc, 

Sylvester, Moye & Co. of Stockton 
have a fine display of furniture, musi- 
cal instruments, etc. Among the 
most notable articles of their display 
are their magnificent pianos, two or- 
gans and several very beautiful little 
house desks, two “ cheffoniers,” very 
convenient and useful for the cham- 
ber, besides being a very beautiful 
piece of furniture; solid black walnut 
bed room sets with the latest styles of 
bureaus and combination wash stands. 
The dressing cases have large plate- 
glass mirrors and marble tops. Oo 
the lower floor this firm shows several 
cottage sets of imitation oak and wal- 
nut made of kiln-dried Oregon pine 
and Oregon ash. One of the must use- 
ful articles they exhibit is a kitchen 
cabinet. The upper department of the 
upper part of the cabinet is provided 
with shelves for dishes, Immediately 
below the shelves is a drawer for 
knives, forks, spoons. etc.; also a 
drawer for table linen. Just below the 
drawers is a shelf for soda,cream-tartar, 
etc., under which are feur compart- 
ments for flour and meal, covered, 
when closed, with the bread board. 
The board is so arranged that it can 
be opened out into a large kitchen 
table. Below this are two drawers 
for rice, tapioca, spices, etc. The 
whole thing when closed does not oc- 
cupy more than 2x31¢ feet and is very 
complete. The cabinet can be bought 
for $20, and that is certainly very 
cheap for so useful an article. Mr. 
Moye, a member of the firm is at the 
pavilion and will take any orders left 
with him. 

F, Levy & Bros. make a good show- 
ing of dry and fancy goods and ho- 
siery. Their exhibit is in the west 
end of the building.
